Soviets Already 
Within 80 Miles 
of Smolensk 


Moscow, 
March 12 —(IP) —Ob- 


servers in Moscow had reason to 
believe today that the hardhitting 
Red Army of the central front had 
captured Vyazma, a railway hub 
130 miles west of Moscow and one 
of the toughest German 
strong- 


holds of the Smolensk 
Salienl, al- 


though Ihere was no official confir- 
m a lion of the report, 


(A DNB broadcast "from 
Berlin: 


recorded by the Associalcd Presss 
announced Ihe German army had 
evacuated Vyazma after demolish- 
ing military inslallalions.) 


Vyazma, last of the famous cor- 


ners of the Vyazma-Velikie Luki 
Rzhev triangle, was the slrongest 
outpost for the great German base 
of Smolensk, 230 miles west of the 


apital, and its fall would mean 
that the fasldriving Soviet offen- 
ive was advancing upon Smolensk 
rom the east as well as the north 
:ast. 


Smashing through bely Ihe Rus- 


iians already were within about BO 
nilcs of"Smolensk lo Ihe northeast, 
and their advance was made up of 
riobile units adept al culling into 
he enemy at nighl and encircling 
lis positions. 


To the south, however, Ihe Rus- 


sians were fighling a mighly defen- 
sive battle for Kharkov, the key 
communications center of the east- 
ern Ukraine. 


(A German 
communique 
said 


there was fighting in Ihe streets of • 
Kharkov. The war bulletin 
was 


broadcast by the Berlin radio and 
recorded by the Associated Press.) 


Although dispatches from 
that 


front said the Russians were bleed- 
ing the enemy white as he plunged 
for Ihe prize and had plugged some 
gaps in the Soviet .lines, official 
communiques admitted the defend- 
ing forces .were outnumbered by 
..Gjsmraiij^sejj'-es, tlu-own jritcVi,-vth6 
batlle which now had veered to the 
break through to the city."

Germans, a 
communique 


said, v/ere ' trying 'at all.costs to 
break htrough to the city." 


The Soviet mid-day communique 


said "strong enemy tank and in- 
fantry forces stormed 
our posi- 


tions" west of Kharkov. 
"At'the 


cost of heavy losses in material and 
manpower, the enemy succeeded in 
pressing back our units." To the 
south of the city, however, it was 
claimed Ihal a German Ihurst had 
been thrown back with Ihe loss of 
nine tanks. 


On the central front numerous 


new victories were reported in the 
last 12 hours, including the capture 
of several towns and villages south-

ble fats and oils and canned fish.: 
He may use more or less of his 
points, as he desires for meat in 
stead of the other items, and the 
weight of meat he gets for

he buys steak or spare ribs. 


Although the inilial allolment will 


be 16 .points per person per week, 
consumers wUl be allowed to accu- 
mulate and use their points during 
approximately a month's period. 
Thus, in the week beginning March 
29, each person will be able <to .use 
only 16 poinls—the Red "A" cou- 
pons in his No. 2 ration booic. In 
the following week, he will ;be able 
to use any left-over points plus an- 
other 16 points — Ihe Red "B" cou- 
pons. He can keep on using these 
leftovers plus each 
week's new 


allotment of points until April 30, 
When all of the coupons of the first 
four weeks will expire togelher.
